What know aoout the aonainltloa used in the Rea^san shooting is lioited to a few 
brief f .uro^dawn radio accounts and wltat OMA had this nomint:* It z^ses questions. You 
will recall that two days ago I suge'estod you lo >k into the revolver and the amrro and 
that I found the totality of absenee of any infonaation as suspicious* I identified, two 
testa that should have been raade and about wMch nothing had been said* 

Wow wo are tolu that explosive bullets were used* Frcaa tlic aocounts available to me 
nothing indicating how tlxe small bullets were made explosive. 

There is nothing to indicate why there appears to luive been no idnntiflcation of 
the bullets as explosivo from l^day until late on Yhhrsday* This is odd. But it can be 
explained, in part, by the characteristic aocrocy of aeoacioe like the Pdl and their 
devotion to control as a means of cohering their asses* 

However, if tlio FBI knew of even Ijad reueoiz to aunpect that the bullets were 
explosive, how explain the long delay in in-'ornlng tha doctors so tl»ey could decide 
Hhetlier to try to remove the possibility of explosion from so close to Dolahanty's 
spine? Either t e FBI knew and was silent or it didn*t make the teats and studies tliat 
pirovlded tlie information for as much as four days. Tlie latter is not easy to believe. 

SpectoograpHc analysis should have been complet ed b^oro da»m on Tt»scl«y, OtJigr 
examinations should have disclosed that the bullc- ;,s xjer>i e>:plosive evm earlier. 

We still know nothing aoout vflvat I called to your attention, wliether there were 
unfirod bullets in the revolver. Were there any in Ackley' d pockets or room? 

Another large void, by the way, is any accounting of Hinckley* s financing. How did 
he do all that travoUizig, b ly all tliose pistols, pay for food and lodging /l‘ve 
seen no report of any employment? Search of his person, room and possessions would have 
yielded leads if not proofs* ^s Social Security number would have been ^ven to the 
Social Security iffice in fiiltiEore Intacdiatoly and fchu ?Ht would lunre iciovm promptly. 
This is an FBI investigative norm* I*v® seen too mtuxy records not to know tills* 

I don’t thinkthat the average gun shop stocks explosive bullets and I don't believe 
that explocive ,22 longs ore readily available* 

Even what is mean by explosive is not reported in what I»ve heard* (Notliing i.n the 
®*^bio»i of »<he kost that readies hero on this at all* ) Hbllow~points are sometimes 
called explosive, althouf^ they are xiot. They become dumdums, with explosive effect but 
they do not really explode. T]»y expand, disintegrate and tear* 

If tho bullets werd made explosive by insertion of an unstable substance in the 
hollow points, are they safe to carry around? 

Inadequate proos inquiries can account for some of what has not been reported, but 
there also is an inadequacy if what socaaa to have been given to the press* I*ve not seen 
any identificaiioii of the revolver or azumo* Not at all normal, based on prior oases* 

You can be sure that whether or not there were other searches, as the scene of the 
Clime and Ackley* s person end room, there was at least a pair of FJL tigents at the 
lAspital aimiting the reiaoval of bullets or ports of bul.Lets and thai: tliey were rushed 
to tho FBI lab* zuiy in the revoler would have been at tho lob even earlier* 

Spoctrographic analysis would have identified each of the substances used in T-,niHr.g
